Dear Editor: 

‘It may not be known to 
many of the residents of our 
-area that a major confronta- 
tion is brewing between vari- 
ous segments of the communi- 
ty over the issue of vendors’ 
rights. The National Park 
Service, speaking for the fede- 
ral government, has taken the 
stand that vendors shall not be 
permitted to park and sell food 
or merchandise on the mall, 
along the mall, or at other 
scenic monument locations in 
the city. So far, the NPS’s 
stand has prevailed and ven- 
dors are being banned from 
these areas. On the other 
hand, the vendors and their 
organization take the position 
that they have a right to earn a 
living at their trade and that 
the best way to do so is by 
selling wo the large crowds of 
tourists wno. frequent - the 
precise areas from which the 
vendors are being excluded. 
City Hall has joined the cause 
of the vendors and injected 
into the dispute its views on 
the federal government's right 
to grant exclusive concession- 
aire franchises in the disputed 
areas. Speaking on behalf of 
the District Building, Mr. Ben 
Gilbert, head of the Municipal 
Planning Office, talks in terms 
of ‘economic development, 
helping the small business- 
man, and the city’s right to 
have a say-so with regard to 
how and to whom concession 
contracts are let by the federal 
government for the monument 
area. Several voices on the 
City Council have been most 
protective of the vendors’ 
rights as well. Dr. Douglas 
Moore (D-At-Large) has intro- 
duced a bill that would 
remove all restrictions on 
vendors who operate in the 
District. 


One would be a fool. to 
suggest that both sides of the 
dispute do not have strong 
arguments in their support— 
keeping road-side merchandis- 
ing out of park and monument 
areas vs. helping small busi- 
ness and economic develop- 
ment. However, when the 
issue is closely examined | 
believe the city’s position is 
very weak. In the first place 
the so-called “right” to sell 
along the streets is not a right, 
but rather a privilege which 
the city has already taken the 
liberty of restricting by its 
licensing process. Secondly, 
what unrestricted vending at 
curbside (and on the side- 
walks) does to the aesthetics 
of some of the most historic 
sites of our Capital is shame- 
ful; not to mention the 


reputation the city gets with 


tourists who are confronted 
with the sight while visiting 
these areas. Thirdly, and most 
importantly, allowing venders 
to park around our monu- 
ments and vend appears to be 
a sorry excuse for economic 
development in the District. If 
City Hall wants an effective 
economic development pro- 
gram, it will establish a 
specific office with the mis- 
sion of 1. coaxing light manu- 
facturers, research firms, and 
large associations to locate in 
D.C., providing us with hun- 
dreds of jobs at a crack and 2. 
lobbying before Congress and 
the executive branch of the 
federal govt. to keep the 
federal agencies that are here 
and move other ones into D.C. 
and allying with our suburban 
friends when they fight for the 
maintenance of installations 
in their jurisdictions. This is 
what | would call economic 
development! At the same 
time, the city ought to set 
restrictions on the locations 
where vendors may stand and 
the numbers of vendors per 
location as well as provide a 
system whereby vendors can 
bid for the choicest locations: 
The growth of business in 
the District must be assisted 
by City Hall but that assistance 
should be consistent with 
zoning regulations, propriety, 
and the goal of providing the 
maximum of new jobs for city 
residents.
